Despite  the  fact  that  nine  starters  returned  from  an  impressive 
11-3-2  1985  campaign,  the  Lady  Hawk  kickers  just  couldn't  get  it  all 
together  in  1986,  concluding  their  14-game  season  at  8-6.  The 
women  were  haunted  all  year  by  a  series  of  situations  where  the 
results  should  have  gone  in  their  favor,  but  didn't.  Ironically,  the 
Lady  Hawks  outshot  their  opponents  by  a  whopping  246-127  margin 
—  and  yet  were  outscored  29-27,  averaging  1.9  goals  per  game  to 
their  opponents'  2.1.  Defensive  lapses  plagued  the  team,  especially 
in  the  closing  minutes  causing  a  number  of  l-goal  losses  that  could 
have  easily  been  turned  around. 

On  the  bright  side,  Coach  Bill  Postigltone  was  pleased  with  the 
attitude  and  determintion  of  his  squad.  "The  team  never  gave  up 
mentally  or  physically,  and  the  attitude  never  deteriorated,"  he 
said. 

Freshman  Maria  Odenkirk  and  sophomoe  Elizabeth  "Boo"Krucky 
accounted  for  12  (6  goals  apiece)  of  the  Lady  Hawks'  27  goals. 
Odenkirk  also  became  one  of  only  four  players  to  score  3  goals  in 
one  game  accomplishing  the  hat  trick  against  Wheaton  College  on 
Oct.  24, 1986.  Senior  Cindy  Schweppe  concluded  her  QC  career  as 
the  all-time  leader  in  goals  and  assists  with  26  and  14  respectively. 
Senior  Kathy  Sommer  and  junior  Jenny  Ippolito  tied  '83  grad  Caryn 
MacKenzie  for  second  on  the  all-time  list  for  goals  with  10  while 
sophomore  goalkeeper  Peggy  Mottershead  boosted  her  career 
stats  to  14-7-1,  a  QC  record.  Freshman  keeper  Jane  Schutte  also  had 
an  outstanding  season  in  goal  with  a  record  of  5-2-0  including  2 
shutouts.

Coach  Gail  Pistello  was  optimistic  as  she  began  the  1986-87 
campaign,  with  9  experienced  players  returning,  including  5  start- 
ers from  the  85-86  25-14  season.  Three  talented  freshmen,  featur- 
ing sparkplug  hitter  Cheryl  Walega,  joined  the  lineup  and  proved 
to  be  welcome  additions  to  the  Lady  Hawks. 

Senior  Kim  Hessing,  1985-86  NAIA  All-District  pick,  continued 
her  consistent  leadership  on  the  floor  earning  MVP  honors  this 
year.  Competing  for  the  first  time  in  NCAA  Div.  II,  the  women 
were  disqualified  from  post  season  contention  for  not  having  the 
minimum  of  18  NCAA  Div.  II  opponents  on  their  schedule.  The 
situation  did  not,  however,  thwart  their  determination  in  giving 
the  season  their  finest  effort,  and  the  21-4  final  record  was  proof 
of  their  true  competitiveness  and  outstanding  talent.

On  March  18,  1986  Quincy  College  broke  the  exciting  news  that 
football  would  return  to  the  college's  slate  of  intercollegiate  sports 
after  a  33-year  hiatus.  The  news  was  met  with  enthusiastic  response 
as  the  small  but  quick  1986-87  football  Hawks  embarked  upon  their 
inaugural  season  with  a  flourish.  Following  a  2-0-0  start,  the  Hawks' 
special  day  arrived  when  the  first  home  game  of  the  season  drew 
close  to  3,000  fans  at  Q-Stadium.  A  pre-game  kickoff  barbeque  and 
special  halftime  ceremonies  featured  a  combination  of  the  old  and 
the  new  as  13  football  players  from  the  1953  squad  were  honored. 

New  head  coach  Randy  Dickens  scheduled  7  JV  squads  and  I 
varsity  team  for  his  NCAA  Div.  Ill  Hawks.  In  addition  to  winning  the 
home-opener  on  Oct.  5  against  Central  Methodist  University  27-22, 
the  gridiron  Hawks  provided  even  more  excitement  when  they  cap- 
tured a  21-6  home  victory  over  arch  rival  Culver  Stockton  College  on 
Nov.  2.  The  '86  season  concluded  with  a  5-3  record.  "I'm  extremely 
pleased  with  the  results  of  our  first  season,"  commented  Dickens. 
"With  our  experienced  coaching  staff  and  tireless  recruiting  efforts, 
I'm  optimistic  that  we  can  develop  into  a  strong  competitor  within 
the  Div.  Ill  ranks."

"We  had  to  face  our  share  of  adversity 
(during  this  season)  and  I  thought  we 
tried  to  whip  it  rather  than  let  it  whip  us," 
commented  first-year  head  coach  Jay 
Lowenthal.  What  promised  to  be  a  season 
of  highlights  and  headlines  resulted  in 
frustration  and  disappointment  for  the 
Hawks  who  were  hit  hard  with  a  series  of 
ineligibilities  and  injuries  even  before  the 
campaign  began.  By  midseason  the 
squad  was  down  to  8  players  who,  despite 
a  great  deal  of  courage  and  determina- 
tion, were  unable  to  sustain  their  stamina 
amid  one  of  the  toughest  schedules  in 
NCAA  Div.  II  basketball. 

Although  the  Hawks  will  sorely  miss 
the  services  of  talented  senior  standouts 
Sam  Moore  (2-year  careers  12.8  ppg, 
6.3rpg)  and  Chuck  van  Eekeren  (4-year 
career:  4.0  ppg,  2.5  rpg),  the  remaining  6 
cagers  will  return  in  87-88  including  start- 
ers Mike  Overby,  Jeff  Myers,  and  Huey 
Smith.  Sophomore  Mike  Hartman,  lost  for 
the  season  after  only  9  games  due  to  an 
injury,  will  also  return.  Another  bright 
spot  for  the  Hawks  is  evident  in  the  fact 
that  this  year's  lack  of  depth  should 
prove  to  be  a  valuable  asset  next  year  as 
each  Hawk  saw  a  considerable  amount  of 
playing  time  gaining  experience  and  con- 
fidence.
